From the Amherst Cabinet. 


Account of the late meetings at Dover, XN. 
H. of several religious Societies. 
The General Association of New-Hamp- 
hire, convened at Dover, on ‘Tuesday, the 
th of Sept. 1818. According to the rules 
the association, the minister of the place, 
the Rev. Mr. Clary, presided, til they had 
made choice of their moderator, who was 
the Rev. Huntington Porter. The Rev. 
John-H. Church, was chosen Scribe, and 
the Rev. John Kelley, bis assistant. The 
‘Throne of Grace was then addressed by 
the Moderator, and the session proceeded 
to business. After raising the usual com- 
mittees,who were to mature and report up- 
on the principal subjects, which were to 
come before the body ; adjourned to hear 
the associational sermon, which, according 
to assignment, was delivered by the Rev.

In eight days after we reached Sierra Leone, 
having made the best arrangentents which cit- 
cumstances would allow, we were in readiness 
or an excursion down the coast to thegountry of 
i... We took with us Mesers, John Kitzell, | 
and William Martin, as interpreters, besides the 
pilot, Captain, and men of the little schooner in| 
which we sailed. We called on Mr. ‘Thomas 
Calker, hesd man of the Berrarra Islands, who 
embraced our objects with such cordiality that he 
commissicned two of his chief men to go with us 
and speak his mind in the councils of Sherbro.— 
We next calledon his nephew, George Calker, 
head man of the Plantain Islands. We then pro- 
rbro and held consultations with 
the kings and head menofthe country. Wewere 
always treated with civility and kindness. We 
made general surveys of the bay, islands, rivers, 


‘rice, cotton, sugar-cane, &c. with the entire ap- 
probation of kings and head ma, notwithstanding 
temporary apprehensions. ‘These children of na- 
ture have had intercourse only with the ‘vorst 
class of white men, and have !earned to distrust 
any profession of humanity or benevolence. i 
have only to say, at present, that, if the free peo- 
ple of color of the United States, are disposed to 
remove to Sheibro, there are great tractsof un- 
cultivated land which may be purchased at a 
moderate price; and that if they behave well, 
they may live there with the most perfect salety. 
We were engaged on this¢xcursion about six 
weeks. After our retum to Sierra Leone, we 
finished our inquiries at that colony, and became 
satisfied that there wasno sufficient reason for our 
wasting the rainy months on the coast, and that 
we could do no more with advantage to promote 
the objects of the American Society. We should 
have been happy to have sailed directly to the 
United States; but, as there was no American 
ship in the vicinity, we improved the only oppor- 
tunity which offered, and took passage for Eng- 
land in the brig Success. We did not regret this 
circumstance greatly, as there appeared to be 
some definite reasons for visiting England. 

When takiag our lastt views of the African con- 
tinent, which, tor the sake of others, we had so 
earnestly desired to see, we rendered thanks to 
God, and expressed our congratulations to each 
other, that the principal labors and dangers of 
our embassy were now past. The nature of the 
climate.asd the unknown circumstances in which 
we mightbe placed, were subjects of mature re- 
flection before we left our country. Our minds 
were ag woe to meet dangers, and endure trials, 
which, through divine goodness, had never oc- 
curred. Our prospect appeared fair to return to 
our couwitry,& see the face of our friends in peace.

We were received with all civility in Sierra 
Leone. Gov. Macarthy, was saloriancdele ab- 
sent on a visit to the Gambia; but the command- 
ant, Capt. Appleton, the honorable chief justice 
Fitzgerald, and other gentlemen, by their kind 
attentions, supplied the loss. Our embassy gave 
great joy to many of the African colonists. We 
examined the schools and the public edifices, and 
come of the colonial towns.

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- ‘TRIAL FOR MURDER. 
From the Richmond Compiler of Sept. 28. 


Robert Gibson, who has been tried and con- 
demned three times before the circnit court of 
this county, (the two first convictions being set 
aside, and new trials awarded, upon different 
grounds,) was ledtothe bar on faturday last, to 
receive the sentence of death from the lips of 
Jadge Brockenbrough. Being asked. the usaal 
question, whether he had any thing to urge why 
sentence of death should not be passed upon him, 
he replied, in substance as follows : 

| have something fo say. Had I been rich, 
and had had plenty of money, I should not have 
been hung. I should have had lawyers enough 
to plead forme. But, | am a poor man, and pow 
[have to die. Suchathing is not usual in Vir- 
ginia, where there is a Peniientiary-house, for a 
man to be condemned to death upon circumstan- 
tial evidence alone. I know that 1. cannot ‘be 
saved now, for lam as goed as dead, and my suf- 
ferings have been very gieat, Alll have tosay, 
is, that lam not guil/y.—Pass your sentence.” 

The manner of the wretched prisoner, while 
spegking, is represented to us as hard, sullen, and 
unfteling—his countenance pale and haggard ; 
but the tone and temper in which he spoke were 
jittle calculated to win upon the heart. We for- 
bear further comments. In that awful condition 
in which he stands, asit were between life and 
death ; with the verdict of three successive juries 
stamped upon his guilt: but without having yet 
paid the penalty, which is due to the violated laws 
ofhis country, all that he can ask, and all that 
we can grant, is the charity of our silence. Let 
those who meditate a crime, such as he has been 
guilty of, look at the fate of the miserable Gibson, 
and repent of the thought ere it be too late. 

Judge Brockenbrough, to whom the awiul office 
was committed gf dooming a fellow-creature to 
death, bore evidence to the solemnity of the scene. 
Pale and agitated, his trembling hand scarce able 


to turn over the leaves he held; he pronounced | 


the sentence, himself strongly affected, in a most 
affecting manner. The culprit, as we are told, 
betrayed for one :noment sonve sense of his awful 
situation ; but it was only for a moment.—The 
scene Was soon over.—The Judge concluded with 
bidding him tolook to God above for help and 
consolation. Gibson, taking the latter idea from 
the lips of the judge, articulated, that his trust 
was in God only; he had nothing to expect from 
man. God would judge those who had judged him. 

The following is a copy of the Address, deliv- 
ered on the occasion, by Judge BRocKENBROUGH : 

Rosvert Greson alias Ropert CaRtton /— 

You stand before this court under circumstan- 
ces ofthe most distressing character. You have 
been charged with the murder of John N. Pea- 
tross, and three successive juries have on their 
oaths declaretl that you are guilty of this dread- 
ful crime. Two new trials have been granted to 
you by the court—not indeed from a belief that 
either of the two verdicts which wereirendered a- 
gainst you were contrary to evidence, for the 
chain of circumstances proved against you was 
too strong and irresistable, to leave a doubt of 
your guilt; nor from a belief that there was any 
unfairness in your trials: you were on both occa- 
sions defended with great ability, and every thing 
that could be urged in your behalf, was ingen- 
iously and strongly pressed by the gentlemen of 
the bar, who volunteered their services for you. 
The reasons for granting the new trials were par- 
ticularly expressed at the time, and they were 
founded on the humane principle that no man 
however guilty shall be condemned, unless the 
strictest principles of the law shall be in all things 
complied with. 

You have been tried a third time, and a third 
time convicted, and your last*trial, as well! as the 
former, has been, | believe, perfectly impartial.

solitude of your prison, you bring to your view, 
the dead body of the murdered Peatross.— When 
you recal to your memory the dreadful spectacle 
ofa youth who had not injured, nor even pro- 
voked you, suddenly and violently deprived of 
that life, which no man could rightfully take a- 
way ; when you look on your hands, and your 
garment dyed with his blood, your mipd will re- 
volt with horror from the deed /—It is not my 
purpose to wound, much less to insult your feel- 
ings. It ismy duty to announce to you the pen- 
alty which you have incurred, by violating the 
first law of man, of nature, andof God. This eo- 
lemn duty affords meno pleasure. Would to 
God, the deed had never been done ! Would to 
Heaven you had been innocent of this great crime! 

Imperious necessity has obliged the law to de- 
clare, that whoever murders his fellow-man, shall 
himself dié. The heart which conceives such 
atrocious wickedness must cease to beat: the 
hand that executes it must be raised up no more. 
The deliberate and cruel murderer must be cut 
off from society :—His power of destruction must 
itself be destroyed. But let it be iorever re- 
membered, that it is not for vengeance, but for 
safety, that this law has been made. 

Such is your present situation. You have shed 


out on the scaffold, by the voice of your country. 
After a few more days shall have passed over you, 
it will be -ourfate to be carried to the gallows, 
there to expiate your offence by your death. This 
world, and all its scenes will close upon you. But 
there isa world to come, and though no living 
man isso pure as to be able to meet the justice 
of his God, yet is there none sojsteeped in crime, 
who may not hope that the extended mantle of 
His mercy may protect him from everlasting mise- 
ry. Let me therefore urge you, earnestly urge 
you, to repent sincerely of your transgressions, 
and call for relief, and pardon from Him alone, 
who can grant them to you. 

It now only remains that! should pronounce 
the sentence of the law, which is, that you be 
remanded to the jail from whence you came, 
there to remain till the day of execution ; that 
you be from thence carried on Tuesday the 27th 
day of Octobernezt, to the gallows, and that be- 
tween the hours of 10in the morning, ard 4 ih 
the afternoon, of that day, you be hanged by the 
neck, till you are dead; and may God have 
mercy on you.
